Continuation of 1 L because: It remains the Examiner's position that the claims are unpatentable 
for reasons previously of record in the final office action. 

Response to Applicant's Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments in the response filed August 4, 2006 regarding the finality of the 
office action mailed July 5, 2006 have been carefully considered but are deemed unpersuasive. 

Applicant argues that the deleting the phrase "such as thermoplastic adhesive" to over 
come the 1 12-second paragraph rejection does not necessitate the new grounds of rejections in 
the present Office Action. Applicant further adds no claim amendments were made to overcome 
the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) based on Kubots. 

Under present practice, second or any subsequent actions on the merits shall be final, 
except where the examiner introduces a new ground of rejection that is neither necessitated by 
applicant's amendment of the claims nor based on information submitted in an information 
disclosure statement filed during the period set forth in 37 CFR 1.97(c) with the fee set forth in 
37CFR1.17(p). MPEP 706.07(a). 

In the instant case Applicant removed the limitation "such as thermoplastic adhesive" 
from the limitation "synthetic thermoplastic material, such as thermoplastic adhesive". 
Therefore, Applicant has broadened the claim and now the thermoplastic material can be any 
resin layer and not just an adhesive. This change is also reflected in the examiner's rejections. 
In the first office action when the claims required a thermoplastic adhesive the examiner relied 
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upon Kubota (US Patent No. 6,168,851), which taught a hot, melt adhesive web. In the second 
final office action where the claims no longer require only a thermoplastic adhesive the examiner 
applied Franck et al. (US Pub. No. 2002/01 1491 1) that teaches a laminate adhesive tape with a 
thermoplastic film layer. 

Therefore, Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of rejection and the 
finality of the office action mailed July 5, 2006 is still deemed proper and is here be maintained.
